This 
prerention, which was wholly new, furpriz'd extreany 
by the King of Sweden, bur as his: Countrey is. far dv 
fant from his Territories, (moſt of his Miniſters alrewdy 
edxclided that he thoutd: wink: upon the manner,” and 
not fall: at variance” with Fraxce, when France, which 
ha only: ſtarted this difficulty, that ir might not reſtore

- Thus uſt as it had firipped the old Duke in his Life- 
time, . who went to. die of vexation far from his own 
Dominions, fo does it now deſpoil two: Princes- inthe 
very-flower and yigour of their Lives... For without/en- 
tring into Diſcuſſion co: whom -this\.State»belongs;: ei- 
ther to the Kingrof !Swedey,/or to:-Duke Adol/phus;| it is 
probable to ſay, that'if * it cannot keep: it-for it'ſelf,/ it 
will rather give it to-\Prince Palatine of: Birkenfe/d than 
reſtore it to either of the two. For it-would be afraid, 
ificfell into the hands of the King of Sweden, of encrea- 
ſing the power ofa Prince, who, would not eafily be won 
to be its Friend, and it might believe the ſame thing of 
Duke AAdo/phus, whoſe true Intereſts are ever to conti- 
nue well united with the Head of his Family, 

.\ .Now:it muſt needs be no ſmall 'mortification'. to the 
Palatine Houſe, to ſee fo great a number-of its Princes 
become SubjeQs info ſhort a time. For in-fine, beſides 
that he who ſhall have the Dutchy of Dewx-Porxts, that 
if in caſe France does give it to any Body,- will be obli- 
ged to pay it Fealty, and Homage, how many others are 
there, who groan at this day. in their Bonds. | The 
Prince of Petites Pierre can-fay ſomething to this mat- 
ter, if the unhappy example of one of his Relations did 
not_perhaps oblige him to hold his Peace. I mean the 
Prince of Weldens, who by having had the Soul of a 
Prince, and reſolving to keep himſelf in the Rank which 
God had conferred upon him by his Birth; would now 
be reduced todie of hunger, if his People had not Pity of 
him,l fay reduced todie of hunger;you muſt not imagine 
I exaggerate, for many people know as well as I, that 
upon. refuſing to render Fealty and Homage to m—__

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he wasdiſpoſſciſed: of: his Dominions 'whete: hei now 
lives in a borrowed: Houſe, --and upon the Alms he::re- 
ceives from his SubjeCts. They alſo know, to what the 
Prince:his Son is reduced; they know; I ſay, that his Fa- 
ther not having the means rogive him a Manchet, away 
he trooped upon a little Nag, without'Servantsor Train, 
as:might do the leaſt and moſt inconfiderable Gentle- 
mariof France. They know farther that he has beentoo

Some: or other: will now perhaps ask- me why the. 
Prince of Welders, ſhould all alone, ſtickle againſt an ab- 
folute Power > Why does he not yield to the time as 
well as.others:;| and in fine what great difference is there 
between a Vaſhl of the.Emperor, - and a Vaſlal of the 
French King ? For in ſhort, I know that theſe Diſcourſes 
are'commonly.in the mouths, - not only of thoſe who 
areimthe. intereſts of the Crown of France, but a!ſo of 
ſeveral Perſons;  who-cannet behold the misfortunes of 
this Prince without Compaſſion, and without ſeeking a 
Remedy thereunto :. tothis I will anſwer, that the Prince: 
of Weldens ſecing himfelf reduced to the ultimatene- 
ceflity, be-has tried all ſort:of means ofaccommodation 
but could not: refolye upon-ſlavery. Ineffeft, ſeeing. a 
number of Princes of his Family had ſhew'd him-the way, 
he ſeat his Son into Fraxce, who offered the; King on his 
behalfto pay-him Fealty andHomage, provided he might 
be treated as.aPrince, that isto fay,poſleſs the fameRights 
andPriviledges, as he enjoyed beforethbings changed face, 
But .the King made a mock-at theſe Propofitions, ſoas 
that his Son was forced to come back without any effect.

Tributavies,' as 
the Emperor may: be over his; Who have Rights 'of Life 
and Dearh over” their Subjefts,'- inmpoſmg og em: bur- 
dens and Taxes zccording to their own Fancies;z:and-in 
fine, are accountable for theira&ions only ro God alone 
Let's, I fay, Conclude, that Princes, 'who have:thus-all 
the Badges of a Soveraign, are very difterentfrom! the 
Princes of Fraxce, who batingthatthey areeovered when 
the King gives Audience/to Ambaſſadors, -have'nothing 
above other Subjeas;' Nay,:and'a marr may ſay they: are 
below ſome certain Subje&s that thereare;; for you 
know the Dukes and Peers take place of them, and thar 
rhe Princes are-obljgednot to be at. amy Ceremony, that 
they. may not come after 'em. Mean while, if we:would
